A. The two Apocryphal Books of Efdras, at 
leaft, che laft of them was writ by the Famous 
Impoftor Hermas, vulgar'y repured the Author of 
the ‘ybiline Verfes, and of the famous Book, int- 
tuled, The Paftor, fo much quored by the Anrient 
Fathers, and believed by Origen to be a divirely 
infpired Writing. He lived in the Time of the 
Apoftles, and ts p'aced in the number of thofe whom 
St. Poul falutes, Rem. 16. 14. 

Q. Great Sirs, There feems to me, fome particu- 
lar Duty to be obferved on a Faft-day, not ordina- 
rily required on a Sabbath, and a Thanksgiving-day ; 
and the Word Falt fheu'd mean Abftinence, in fome 
meafure at leaft, from our cuftomary Meals, and ufual 
way of feeding. But the Obfervation of a Faft day 
being various, 1 defive you wou'd gratify me with your 
Anfwer, what imply'd by the Word Faft, and 
fuch a Day ought to bekepe. | 
A. You rightly obferve, that keeping a Faft im- 
plies an Abftinence from all Food, which, as we 
have laely hinted. is not meritorious in is felf, 
but only grateful to God for the End of it, the 
Humiliation of our Souls. However withouc this 
Abftinence it is no Faft, and they are guilty of 


prophane Mockery or Superftiricn, who think to 
perform this folea.n Dury, only by confiaing them- 
feives to fome particular forrs of Food. Nei- 
ther wiil anentire “bftinence from Food fi ficient- 
lyd:{charge the Duty; but he, that wou'd fincerely 
keep a Fatt, muft perform {uch Religious Exercifes 
as are proper and {uwtab'e to it. the End of which 
are to work in himle!f an unfeigned Sorrow, core 
tridien and Hurniistion of Mind ; and the means 
to procure this 1s, befides Abftinence, a diligent 
Recolection of ail the Sins he has ar any time 
been Guilty of, which he ought ro reprefent to 
hinfelf in all cheir Aggravating Circamftances, 
And when he has taken a full view of them in all 


the Compleétions of their natural Turpirude and 


Indecency, and confdeéred them as applied to him- 
felf with all their difmal Contequences. His next 
bufinefs muft be to pour them forth in mournful 
Confeflions before Almighty Ged, and deprecare 


the Mueries he has juitly deferved by them. Such 


oughe co be the Exercife of every Mans private Des 
vorions cn Faft days, befides his publick Devotion 
at the Church.

the Air mult cercainly be the moft femfible of ir. 
Bur the chief caufe ot the variety of Weather is the 
Wind or Motion of the Air, which will bring a- 
long with ir Vapours as are raifed in the 
Coaft from whence it blows, and upon thele de- 
ends the variety of Hear and Cold. If it be ask- 
ed why the Wired it felfis fo various, we aniwer, 
proceeds from the irregular turface of the 
and if this.were {mooth and every where reguiar 
and uniform, we make no fcruple to affirm that 


the Wind wou'd be fubje& to very fittle Change, 


and at the Return of Sealons the Temperature of 
the Air wou'd be much the fame, But having al- 
ready hinted at the general caufe of Winds, let 
the Reader duly confider that, and this matter will 
require no farther Explication, |

than Snow, bow dors it happen that [hall fallin 
warmer Weather ? ; 

A. Becaufe in the Temperare Seafons the mid- 
die Region of the Air 1s very cold, as nor being 
affected with the Hear reflected from the Earth, 
and when it is likewile deprived of the Rays of 
the Sun by the Interpofition of a great and thick 
Cloud, it is brought ro fuch a Degree of Cold, 
thar when the Cloud diffelves it felf into Rain, the 
Drops of Warer by paifing through that violent 
cold Air will be immediately congcaled, and fall 
down to the Earth in Particles of Ice of the fame 
Size and Figure almoft as the Drops were,of which 
they were tormed. Buy Snow does not admit of fo 
great a Condenfation, becaufe when it is formed 
all rhe Regions of the Air are very cold, fo thar 
the Vapours which rife our of the Earth are con- 
gealed in their Afcent to the upper Region of the 
Air, which at firft therefore muft conftuute ex- 
tream finall Particles of Ice ; and thele touching 
upon one another make Flakes having {mail Inter-
